for years, but Scott 
Disick finally went into rehab last 
week - and vowed to get back 
on the straight and narrow 
for his family.

Stressed ID star pulls out of tour 
amid claims he cheated on Perrie 


fter a global barrage 
of allegations that he 
had cheated on fiancee 
Perrie Edwards a fragile 
Zayn Malik is believed to be “on 
the edge” - raising concerns that 
he will quit One Direction for good. 

The 22-year-old has been 
signed off from the Asian leg of 
ID’S world tour due to “stress”, 
after pictures of him cosying up 
and holding hands with fan Lauren 
Richardson at a Thailand club 
caused a media frenzy last week. 

He has since flown back to the 
UK in a bid to console his Little 
Mix fiancee, who he began dating 
over three years ago. Looking 
drawn and hazard, the stress 
appeared to be taking its toll on 
Zayn as he arrived at Heathrow 
airport on Friday 20 March. 

When the incriminating 
pictures first surfaced, 

Zayn tried to diffuse the 
snowballing drama with Essex 
girl Lauren, 19. He tweeted, 
“I’m 22 years old... I 
love a girl named Perrie 
Edwards and there’s a 
lot of jealous f**ks in 
this world. I’m sorry 
for what it looks like.” 
Zayn’s mum, 
Trisha, 45, has 
since said, 

“I’ve spoken 
to him and 
he’s fine.” 

But 

there are 
now fears 


that the constant scrutiny he’s under 
as one of the world’s biggest pop 
stars might make Zayn walk out of 
the band. 

A source tells Star, “Zayn finds 
the limelight and scrutiny the most 
difficult to deal with out of all the 
boys. Now this has happened it’s 
left him reconsidering his future 
with the band because he can’t 
go on feeling like this. It’s pushing 
him to breaking point. 

“Growing up and having a 
relationship in the public eye 
has been hard enough for the 
past few years, but this latest 
scandal could be the last straw.” 

Insiders say that Perrie, 21, was 
distraught by the pictures but she 
seemed to show her support for 
Zayn by re-tweeting his message. 
The pair were believed to have had 
a five- hour heart-to-heart shortly 
after Zayn landed, however Perrie 
then left their shared London 
home with a big overnight bag. 

While she was still wearing her 
engagement ring, the state of their 
relationship remains unclear. 

Although Zayn has not 
categorically denied the cheating 
rumours, a friend has attempted 
to set the record straight, claiming, 
“He spent two minutes with her 
at the club. She grabbed his hand 
and he was happy to pose for a 
photo. But it has turned into this 
whole other thing online.” 

Meanwhile, Lauren’s mum, 
Michelle, has branded the 
allegations as “hilarious”. 

However, a doorman of the 
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^ Lauren posted 
this pic with Zayn 


Phuket club, Seduction, revealed 
that the band had partied at 
the venue for two nights and that 
they were surrounded by “plenty 
of girls”. 

Many One Directioners have 
thrown their support behind Zayn, 
with #HaveAGoodRestZayn 
trending on Twitter. But the singer 
has felt the backlash from some 
fans, with one saying he should 
be “ashamed” of himself for 
pulling out of the tour. 

Another tweeted, “Hey 
@zaynmalik? Dont wanna get 
heat for being a cheater? Heres 
a thought: dont cheat.” 

A spokesperson for One 
Direction confirmed last week, 
“Zayn has signed off with stress. 
The band wish him well and will 
continue their performances 
in Manila and Jakarta.” 

But his team is hopeful that 
he will rejoin band mates Louis
